By this Sort of thin 
Manufacture, they have beat the Engliſh 
totally out of ſome Markets, and leſſen- 
ed the Sale of their Goods, in almoſt 

all of them. But if this Liberty is given 
to Ireland, our old foreign —.— - 
will return to us, and the Manufactures 
of France will not be able to go on 
without our Wool; which no Laws can 
ever prevent their etting, until it 1s 
made the Intereſt of Ireland to manu- 
facture their own Wool. Strange that 
this Matter has never been taken 
into Conſideration by the Houſe of 
Commons of England, a Matter of ſo 
great Notoriety! I have heard it faid, 
that ſome People, who, like real Patriots, 
eonfider Things in a general Way without 
Partiality, or View to a Job, have men- 
1 Matter to ſome former Mi- 
Os SP naiſters;

N for Life, and whoſe Conduct in 
his Pariſh will give him an Influence a- 
mongſt his Pariſhioners; one that will en⸗ 
deavour to inſtruct, and i improve the Mo- 
rals of the People that he is ſent to take

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care of; and not fee a half-ſtarved Cu- 
rate in every Pariſh upon twenty Pounds 
a Year, who has neither Weight nor 
Knowledge to enforce any one moral or 
religious Principle. 


By the total Neglect of the Clergy in 
general of their Duty, and by the Vigi- 
lance and Activity of the Romiſh Prieſts, 
I really believe, and am almoſt certain, 
that the Proteſtant Religion loſes 
Ground every Day amongſt the lower 
Claſs of People in Ireland. While our 
: Clergy are engaged in eating, drink- 
Ing, &c. and are taken up in in- 
crealing and Grelling their Tithes, in 
attending the ' Biſhop's Court to carry 
on Law Suits al theſe miſerable 
Wretches for Subſtraction of Tithes, 
when they themſelyes have driven them 
to be diſhoneſt; the Romiſh Clergy, 
who have no worldly Cares, and who 
have not the Ways and Means to live 
luxuriouſly, are always but too careful
